Dialed tle thought of grving at this Time the Pub- 
ee ck an Account of my Praétice ; but be- 
ing again tmportuned thereto, by a great and worthy 
Phyfictan, and having alfo recerv'd a Meffage froma 
Superior Perfon, that an Account of my Succefs of smocue 
lating the Small-P ox tn New England might be grateful, 
as beng of great ufe, and benefictal to the Publick, I 
cfteem’d st as the firongeft Obligatiun upon me fo to do, 
and 12 Compliance to that Command I have done i 
faithfully. If L had propofed any Advantage to my- 
Self, in the Prattice here, I fhould kave done it above 
a Year paft, at my Arrival m London, and not now 
at my returning home. And 1 have given this Ac- 
count with the yreater Chearfulnefs, in hope, that 
my Mite may influence fome few at leaft to fave 
their Lives this Way, feemng, from Time to Time, i 
the Weekly Bills, Numbers who died of the Small- 
Pox, and hearimg of but few who have had the Be- 
nefit of Inoculation, compard with the others in the 
natural Way, notwithftanding the many and hand- 
fome Accounts which have been given the Publick, 

greatly in Favour of this Prattice. 
a | And 
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And it may be of fome Service, was it only on 
Actount of the great Propottion of Adult Perfous and 
others advanced in Years, to whom the Small-Pox, 
m the natural Way, has been moft fatal: And yet, 
from my Experience, I may be allow d to fay, that 
even fach have a very fatr Profpect of paffing welt 
thro’ that sa a by Inoculation. 

I began the Prattice indeed from a fhort Conft- 
deration thereof; for my Children, whofe Lsves 
were very dear to me, were datly in Danger of ta- 
king the Infeétion, by my vifiting the Sick in the nae 
tural Way; and akho there arofe fach a Cloud of 
Oppofers at the Beginning, yet ine my Account, 
inthe Succefs, and eafy Cercumftances of my Patients, 
(with the Encouragement of the good Minifters) F 
refolu'd to carry 16 on forthe faving of Lives, not re- 
garding any or all the Menaces, and Oppofition that 
were made againft it. 

I have not, in this Prattrce, left room for ary one 
to cautl, and fay, thatmy Experiments have not been 
fatr, and fuil Proofs, that inoculating the Smail-P ox 
1s a certain Means of moderating that Difiemper, to 
the greateft Demonfiration. This the warmeft Op- 
pofers of that Praélice, who have Jeen any far Trials 
made, are conuincd of ; and the onby Difficulty of 
tonvincing all Mankind, 1s how to make them Eye» 
wiineffes to a Number fick of the Smal-Pox im both 
ways of Infection; and this would do tt at once, and 

I very 
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very much totheir Satisfaction sn, and Approbation of 
this Method. And here it fhould be confidered bow 
rafbly our Patients, even whole Familses together, 
rufhed into this Pratisce, without any Phyfical Pre» 
paration, or other needful Provifion, efpectallyin fuch 
@ cold Seafon as November and December, being con- 
winced of the Succefs of this Method: There was no 
withfianding them: I muft mocalate all, without Ex- 
ception, they being in Danger of having the Diftemper 
in the natural way. In March and Apmil, tadeecd, 
we inoculated none, and but few sn the ee Sea- 
fon. But altho’ this Pratisce from the Levant comes 
vecommended to be made ufe of sn the Winter as the 
moft proper Seafon; yet I dsd not find 3t to fucceed fo 
well, and prove fo gentle with us in the pinching cold, 
as in the temperate and hotter Seafons of the Year. 

L have not ufed this Prattsce only to the bealthfud 
and ftrong, but to the weak and difeafed, the aged 
and the young: Not only to the rich, but have 
carried it into the Houfes of the poor, and lad 
down whole Families; and tho thro my own Hurry 
n Bufinefs, and thew lurmg out of Town, I have been 
forced to leave them to the Management of unexpee 
rienced Nurfes, yet they all did well. 

Jind as to thofe fix who died under Inoculation, I 
would obferve that Mrs. Dixwell, we bave great Rea- 
Son to beheve, wassnfetted before. Mr.Whie, thro’ 
fplenetic Delufions, died rather from Abfimnence than 

ana 


the 
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the Small-Pox. Mrs. Scarbrough and rhe Indian 
Girl died of Accidents, by taking cold. Mrs. Wells 
and Searle were Perfons worn out with Age and Dif- 
eafes, and very likely thefe two were infected before. 
NNetther can tt be fatd, that there was one found and 
healthful Perfon among fi them. 

We met with no fuch terrible Effects (fave that 
Death is terrible in all its Shapes) from the Small- 
Pox inoculated, as was common among fi us im the 
naturalway, viz. Purple Spots, Convulfion Fits, bloody 
Urine, violent Inflammations in the Eyes, Throat, and 
other Parts, fiarrd Faces, fome who had loft both 
Eyes, and, as it has been thought, near an hundred 
one Eye, with many more melancholy Symptoms toa 
tedtous here ta enumerate ; not to mention Parents be- 
ang left Childlefs, Childven without Parents, and fome- 
times Parents and Children’s being both carried off, 
and many Famultes broken up by the Defiruftwn the 
Small-Pox made imthenaturalway. Indeed, we had 
fome Refemblance of thofe Effetls ; but innone where st 
was not evident, that they were infected in the natural 
way before; and tho we met with but five or fix cafes 
that bordered on, or refembled move or le/s thofe Symp- 
toms, yet st would not have been firange had there been 
fix times that Number; for mw Bolton, and in the 
Middle of Roxbury, xo one knew who weie, or who 
were not mfetled, before moculated, and I verily be- 
heve that twenty five, sf not thirty of my Patients were 


I infected 
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infected before inoculated: And this Reafon I can give 
for every one’s beleving fo, that in all and every one 
whom I inoculated, and that had not been exposd to 
an infetled Air, and which were above one hundred, 
not any of them had the leaft Shadow of fuch Symp- 
toms upon them, thro the whole Courfe of ther Diflem- 
per. Howeve:, I do not recommend this Prattsce to 
be carryd on and manag'd by old Women and Nurfes, 
20, | would have tt caisy'd on and manag’d by good 
Phyfictans and Surgeons, where they are to be had , 
but rather than the People fhould be left a Prey to 
the Small-Pox in the natural Way, let tt be manag'd 
by Nurfes, for I cannot help thinking that even in 
their Hands, many lefs would die of the Small-Pox 
by Inoculation, than there does in the natural Way, tho 
m the beft of Hands, and under the beft of Care. 
And for thofe that have not yet come into this Prace 
tsce, for thew Affifiance, until they have gatn'd better 
Knowledge, I have given fome fhort Durettions how 
they may proceed with their Patients, when they be- 
gin this Pr attice of :noculating the Small-Pox. And 
if what I have done, in grving this Account, may (with 
the Labour and Patas which has been taken by many 
worthy Gentlemen on this Head) contribute to the 
leading People mto a Method for faving their Lwes, 
and their Bodtes from many other Mifertes that do 
frequently attend thcfe that have the natural Small- 
Pox, 1 fEall obtatu my End, and the World will 
have the Benefit. f 
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I ought to apologize, and afk Pardon of my good 
Friends m New England, for thss Liberty [have taken, 
of publifling their Names, Ages, and Cafes, without 
their leave, more efpectally the young Ladtes. And 
when they confider how difficult athing wis, to fet Truth 
maclear Ltghtsathis Cafe to the Satssfattion of an une 
belreving World; and how much room there wou'd 
have been left to thofe who are not willing to belreve, 
and that ave Wranglers againft this Prattice, to have 
furghted, and aigned againji the Truth and Fatdwy 
of thefe Accounts, weve it not for thofe Partuulars ; 
for L muft fland or fall by thefe Accounts: I fay, 
when they confider that tt was done for the good of 
Mankind, they will forgeve me, and upon that A- 
count only I hope and defire to be forgrven. 

I do not call upon or exhort the Phyfictans and Sur- 
geons who are already wn the Prattice, and haveufed 
their Endeavoursto promote it, nor dol pretend to tn- 
form or wnfiruéi them. My Defignisonly to firr up thofe 
who have not yet come into andufedthis Method, andto 
lay before the People a fair flate of the Diftemper tn both 
ways of Infection, that they may be appriz dof the dan- 
gerimthe one, andthereafonable Expectation they have 
of dong wellinthe other. My Reafonings and Opinions 
L fubmut to thofé of better Fudgment, but aswe arera- 
tional Ci eatures, we do, or fhould delight en ating upon 
Principles of Reafon, and thofe who confides this Me- 
thod, and make nfe of wt, [think may be fard fo to aff. ; 
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I hope the Reader will excufe me for troubling bim 
with fome of the Difficulties that I met with. I have 
been bafely usd and treated by fome who were Enemies 
to thts Method, and have fuffer'd much in my Reputa- 
tion and in my Bufinefs too, from the Odiums and Re- 
fiettions caf} upon me for beginning and carrying on of 
this Prattice in New England; which sll Ufage 
I think jufily intstles me to make the neceffary Reflec- 
trons, and selate Matters of Fatt in my own Jufiificati- 
on, and to recommend and do ‘Fufite to the Method, 
which was fo exposd and condemn’d by thew Mifre- 

refentatsons, which have been fpread abroad in the 
World, and to fet things 1n a good Light, that the 
World may impartialby judge between the Parties Gf 
I may be allow’d the Term) which of the two have afted 
moft lke Men and Chrifttans, viz. Whether thofe who 
have oppos'd and exclaim’d againft this Method with- 
ont due Confideratson of, or knowing fiarce any thing 
about t; or thofe who have confiderd well, been m 
the Prattie of, and have prov'd by ther own Expe- 
rience, or thathave feenthe good Effects and Beight of 
it, and from {uch Reafons have recommended +t to others. 

Indeed I can eaftly forgrve and pity thofe who thro’ 
Tendernefs, or in Point of Conference, have refufed the 
iffer'd Mercy, and that have gently appeard agaimft 
i Such, withthe Affifiance of a Divine, together with 
the Exercife of thew own Reafon upon it, may eafily 
cet thro’ thew Difficulties. But for thofe who out of 
pitvate Peaks, or Views, have exclaimd and railed 


againft 
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againft it,and who have trumpt up the groundlefs ill Con- 
Sequences that would attend or follow it: Such I leave 
to fweat st out with yuft Reflection and due Repentance 
As for my own Pait, [know of no better Way of 
judging between moral and :mmoial Methods of me- 
dscal Praétice, than fiom the good or tl Succefs that 
does, or may attend them. 

L have, for Difiinttion fake, call d the Small-Pox 
taken in the Atr (only) natural; tho [know not any 
Reafon why that by Inoculation may not be calld fa 
too, for I think the difiintl, 1a esther tay, to be the 
moft genuine Effect of Nature, and the Difference be- 
zween them feems only to be, as 1 that of imp: oving 
Plants, the one 1s propagated by Nature accidentally, 
and the other by Nature with Induftsy, with Intent 
to make them better. The one 1s called wild, the o- 
ther tame, or tmprov’'d ; and as the Ground ts good 
or bad, fo will the Plant or Frutt be differing, more 
or lefs - So st will be in the Small- Pox tranfplanted. 
Forgive me this Compastfon, it mary not hold good in 
frit Philofophy. None of our saoculated Patsents 
after ward tookthe Small: Pox,tho’ they weve continually 
exposd. I make this Obfervatiwn left the Queftion 
fhould be afked, tho’ [ think it high Tine that ground- 
lefs Scruples fhould be la:d afide. 

There ts a large Fieldopen for much tobe fad by the 
Ingenious and Learned 1u Prarfe of this Method, and, 
L hope, good Impiovements willbe madein, and byt.

INTRODUCTION. 


“2Y HE Small-Pox, which had been a Ter- 


ror to Mew England fince firft it paid a 
: Vifit there, coming into Boffon, and 
kas {preading there in Aprs/, 1721, put the 
Inhabitants into great Confternation and Dhiforder. 
Dr. Mather, 1 Compaffion to the Lives of the Peo- 
ple, tranfertb’d from the Philofophical Tranfactions of 
the Royal Society, the Accounts fenc them by Dr. 
Timonius and Pyllarinus of inoculating the Small- 
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Pox in the Levant, and fent them to the Praétitioners. 
of the Town, for their Confideration thereon. Up- 
on reading of which I was very well pleas’d, and re- 
folv'd in my Mind to try the Experiment ; well re- 
membring the Deftruction the Small-Pox made 19 
Years before. when laft in Bo/fon ; and how narrow- 
ly I then efcap'd with my Life. Now, when my 
Wife and many others were gone out of Town to 
avoid the Diftemper, and all Hope given up of 
preventing the further fpreading of it, and the Guards 
were farft removed from the Doors of infected Houfes, 
I began the Experiment ; and not being able to make 
it upon m fat (fuch was my Faith in che Safety and 
Succefs of this Method) I chofe to make it (for Ex- 
ample fake) upon my own dear Child, and two of 
my Servants. 


UNE the 26th, 1721, I inoculated my Son 7h0- 
mas, of about fix, my Negro Man, ack, thirty 

fix, and Fackey, two and an half Years old. They 
all complain’d on the 6th Day; upon the 7th, che 
two Children were a little hor, dull, and fleepy, Tho- 
mas (only) had twitchimgs and ftaited in his fleep. 
The 28th, the Children’s Fevers continued, Zommy's 
twitchings and ftartings in fleep incieafed, and tho’ the 
Fever was gentle and hisSenfes bright, yet as the Prac- 
tice was new, and the Clamour, or rather Rage sf 
the 
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che People againft it fo violent, that I was put into a 
very great Fright; and not having any Directions from 
D. Zimontus and Pyllarimus concerning this Practice, I 
had nothing to have Recourfe to but Patience, and there- 
fore waited upon Nature for aCrifis (neither my Fears 
nor the Symptoms abating) until the gth; when early 
in the Morning I gave him a Vomit, upon which the 
Symptoms went off, and the fame Day, upon him and 
the black Child, a kind and favourable Small-Pox came 
out, of about an hundred a piece ; after which cherr 
Circumftances became eafy, our Trouble was over, 
and thty foon were well. 

Jacks Complaints, in two or three Days were 
over, and tho’ he had a few Puftles about one of his 
Inoculations, I am inclin’d to think he had had the 
Small-Pox before. 

It was plain and eafy to fee, (even in thefe two) 
with Pleafure, the difference between having the 
Small-Pox this way, and that of having st in the 
natural way. 

And as this Practice was new in Europe, fo it muft 
needs make a ftrange Figure in ew England, and 
more efpecially fo when one or two of our learned 
Efculapian Tribe had made the Difcovery how this 
Practice wou’d produce the Plague, zz. becaufe 77- 
montus told them that it fometimes happen’d that 
Swellings were produc’d by it in fome Emunétory of 
the Body; and likewife they cavilled and faid, that 
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Dr. Mather had not given a fair Reprefentation- 
from Témonius and Pyllarinus’s Accounts. I pray’d 
that they might be read; but Dr. Douglas, who 
own’d them, and had taken them from Dr. Me- 
ther, xefufed to have them read, or even after- 
wards to lend them to the Governor to read; fuch 
was his extraordinary Care, left the People, in time, 
fhou’d have been reconcil’d to the Praétice, and caken 
the Benefit of 1c. 

And upon Fly the 21ft, 1721, being a third time 
call’d to an Account for ufing this Practice by fome 
Gentlemen (influenced thereto) who bore Authority 
in Boffon, \ then having feven Perfons more under 
Inoculation, whofe Illnefs were not yet come on: I 
then gave a publick Invitation co the Pra@titioners 
of the Town (who were then prefent ) to vifit 
my Patients, who were under that Practice, and to 
judge of and report their Circumftances as they found 
them. But Dr. Lawrence Datlbonde’s terrible 
Account (fee the Account at the End) that he 
then gave of that Practice was fuch, that none 
of them faw Caufe to accept my Invitation and 
vifit my Patients. Inftead of this, and reporting 
their Circumftances yuftly and fairly, as it was their 
Duty, and the People’s Right, for them to have done, 
fore of them made it their Bufinefs to invent, col- 
leét, and publifh idle, unjuft, and ridiculous Stories and 
Pilseweclenmaeiag of the People’s Circumftances un- 
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der ic, and the Practice; tho’ none of them had ever 
been concern'd for, or had feen one fingle Perfon of 
them in their Illnefs, except by Accident, fave Mr. 
White once or twice, or that knew any thing of their 
Circumftances, fave that they faw them come well 
and early abroad after their Small-Pox. And not fa- 
usfy’d with fuch unyuft Proceedings in Mew England, 
left the Truth fhou'd be made known to Great 
Britaim, and that our good Succefs might influence 
themto ufe this Pratice, Douglafs favour'd them with 
his wonderful Knowledge of things which he knew 
liccle of, as may be feen in Dr. Wagflaffs Book 
againft Inoculation. 

And as for Dalbonde’s moft furprifing Inftances, 
the knowing Part of Mankind now believes as little 
of them as if he had faid that thew Heads had dropt 
off, or chat Inoculation had turn’d Men into Women, 
or any other ftrange Thought that might have come 
into his Head. | 

I have made dibgent Enquiry in England, but coud 
never meet with any one who had heard of any fuch 
Practice in thefe Parts of Ewrope, until within thefe five 
or fix Years paft, or that believes there ever was, and 
efpecially inan Army, the moft unlikely Place to begin 
it in; and if began there, the moft likely Place he 
could have thought of to have made 1t publick to the 
World. So that if he does not get well-attefted 
Proofs from Drs. He/vetsus, Bollatto, and Barrera, 
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of the Facts, I doubt, for the future, his Affrmatron 
will not have chat Credit in the World, as an honeft 
Man’s ought to have. 

Thefe were fome of the Oppofitions and Difficul- 
ties I met with in the Beginning of this Pradtice, and 
which was the Means of keeping out hundreus, if not 
thoufands, from coming into the Praétice of Inocu- 
lation, which might have faved many valuable Lives 
that were loft by the Small-Pox in the natural way, 
as may better appear when the Succefs in each way 1s 
compared, 

Fuly the 12th, 1721, I inoculated Mr. Fofhua 
Cheever, about 39 Years old. He had upon the 
6th and 7th Days fome light fhivering and feverifh 
Turns, and upon the 8th they went off, the Scarifis 
cations being almoft dried up, fo that we concluded 
the Operation had not taken effect. 

On the 9th in the Evening (he being well) a Fire 
breaking out, he run with others co help put out the Fire, 
and in labouiing atic, got wet with Water and Sweat, 
retuin’d home very ill and full of pain, and conti- 
nued foall Night, upon vifiting him inthe Morning, I 
found him under the figns of a high Fever, a dry in- 
flam’d Shin, full of Pain, with a hard and quick Pulfe, 
and I feared he would have had the Confluent Small- 
Pox. He being lufty and ftrong, I bled him largely, 
gave him a Vomut, and blifter'd him, upon which 
the Symptoms went off, and the Small-Pox Eee 
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of a hind diftinét Sort, and his Pains, and our Fears, 
were foon over, and in a fhort time he was well. 

His Inoculations never inflam’d and come to run, 
as is ufual, but dry’d away from the firft. 

Until now, I uled the 7 &y Way of {carifying and 
applying the Nut-fhell, &c. which I foon left off, 
and made an Incifion thro’ the true Skin, and apply’d 
a Plaifter over; which f found fince to be the bet 
tey Way. 

Fuly the 14th, I inoculated Mr. John Hiller, of 
about 34, and my Negro, Moll, ot 37 Years old. 
Mi. Adler had the Small-Pox at the ufual ume, and 
of a kind diftiné Sort, the Symptoms gentle, and 
he foon was well. All had a flow Fever a Day or 
two, and fome Pain, which both went off, and her 
Inoculation, foon dry’d up- I fuppofe fhe had had 
the Small-Pox before ; and the Reafon why the Ne- 
gro Man and fhe was fo diforder’d from Inoculation, 
might be from their being expos’d to the Evening 
and Morning Air: The Weather being hot, Idid not 
confine them before they complain‘d. 

17th, I inoculated my Son Fobv, about 13 Years 
old; he had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, a 
imall fpiinkling of a kind Sort, and the Symproms 
gentle ; but upon cating Milk, his Nofe bled. and 
he appeared feverifh. I forbad the Milk, and both 
left him. He being a Lover of Milk, a Day or two 
after, he had Milk and Water for his Dunk, upon which 
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his Nofe bled, and flufhing Heats return’d: After 
which, Milk was denyd him, and the Symptoms 
went off and never return’d again. In lieu of Milk 
and Water, he drank Teas, which finifh'd the Cure, 
and he was well. 

roth, I inoculated Mr. Fohbu Webb, about 67, 
Mr. Fofeph Webb, 50, and his Wife 43 Years old. 
The eldeft and youngeft of thefe were weak infirm 
Perfons, they all had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, and of the diftiné Sort. Mr. Fohu Webb 
had an ill turn of Faintnefs and Oppreffion of Spirits, 
at the coming out of the Pox; but when chey were out, 
the Symptoms went off, and he, with the other two, 
paffed gently thro’ the Diftemper, and foon were 
well. 

Augnft the sth, I inoculated Mr. Larabee and 
Mrs. Hunt, each about 30, Mrs. Effher Webb, 19, 
Mr. Cheever’s Lad, 16 Years old. Three of thefe 
had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and of a good 
diftinét Sort, their Symptoms gentle, and they foon 
were well. Mrs. Effber nurs her Father and Mo- 
ther thro’ the heighth of their Small-Pox, by Inocu- 
lation, before fhe was inoculated; and they having 1t 
fo very favourably, it was hoped that fhe had not 
taken the Infeétion of them; but we were foon con- 
vinced of that Error, by her falling fick and the break- 
ing out of the Confluent Small-Pox on the 4th or sth 
Pay after her Inoculation; and it was with a great 
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deal of Cate and Pains that fhe liv’d thro’ it. She 
alfo was reftor'd to Health in a fhore time after. 

12th, I inoculated a young Gentleman under 25 
Years old, and much againft my Inclination, this be- 
ing the only Inftance in which I was oblig’d co Secrecy. 

I moculated Mr. Edward Langdon, 25, Mr. La- 
vabe’s Servant-Man, about 18 Yearsold. ‘They all 
three had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and of a 
diftinét Sore; the two laft had but few in Number, 
and their Symptoms gentle. The young Gentleman 
had them pretty full, and (near the filling) for two 
Days, his Fever was brifk; but upon bleeding and the 
Ule of an Avodine, the Fever went off, and he, with 
the other two, were foon recoverd to Health. 

22d, I inoculated Mr. Samuel Valentine, about 
19 Years old; he had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, and of a kind diftin@& Sort, the Symptoms 
gentle ; and he foon did well. 

23d, I inoculated Mrs. Thornton, about 19 Years 
old; fhe was under fome Concern, whether fhe was 
a fit Subjeét, or whether fhe fhould have the Small- 
Pox, or nor, any Way; as being born when her 
Mother had the Small-Pox upon her. Howe- 
ver, fhe had them at the ufual Time, an hand- 
fome {prinkling of a diftinct Soit, and complained 
much of the Sorenefs, and hcr Pox continued longer 
on her than ufual, before they fell off and diy’d 
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away; the Symptoms were gentle, and in a little 
Time fhe was well. 
23d, I inoculated Mr. Nathaniel Langdon, of 
about 27, my Son Zabdsel, 14, Mrs. Margaret 
Langdon, 20, and Mrs. Joanna Syms of 15 Years 
old. They all had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, 
of a very diftinét Sort, their Symptoms gentle, and 
they foon were well ; tho’ my Son lay two Nights in 
an infeéted Chamber before inoculated. 
30th, I inoculated Mr, ‘fobn Colman, 18 Years 
old, and Mrs. Dixwell, about 37. Mr. Colman 
had a kind and favourable Small-Pox, as is common 
in this Way, and foon got well. Mrs. Dexwell was 
a fat Genclewoman of a tender Conftitution, fhe 
came frightened into the Praétice, as moft of the 
others had done; not only by living near the Infeé- 
ed, but paffing fome Days before by a Door where- 
in lay a Corpfe ready for the Grave, which died of 
the Confluent Small-Pox, the Stench whereof greatly 
offended and furprifed her with Fear of being infect- 
ed: However, fhe went the ufual Time of nine 
Days before Eruption, and broke out full of a di- 
flinct Sore; but being of a very moift Habit, they 
fluxed in her Face, about the 7th Day: She had a 
fore Throat, was often reftlefs, and by Turns had a 
Difficulty of Breathing, her Fever and Thirft being 
yet moderate. The 1th, her Pox began to turn; 
the 13th, her Face became crufty ; and the 14th, i 
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Scabs began to fall off, and fhe appeat’d more come 
fortable; her Incifions grew wider, and run plenti- 
fully. All this while we were in good Hopes of 
her doing well. This Afternoon her two Children 
were brought to her, juft recovered in the natural 
way, which gave her great Joy, but put her 
Spirits into too great a Motion; and the Weather 
changing cool (lapprehend) fhe took fome cold, 
for that Evening fhe was taken with hyfteric Fits, 
which held her about two Hours; but upon the 
Ufe of an Anode and fome Anti-hyfterics, fhe 
became quiet, and refted fome Hours that Night, 
and feem’d refrefh’d in che Morning, and held it good. 
part of the Day: But the Evening returning, brought 
on her Fits, together with a new Fever; upon which I 
bled her and repeated her Blifters, and bed, many other 
Means, but to no Effect: The Fits and Fever fol- 
low'd her clofe until the 17th of Eruption, and 26th 
from Inoculation, when fhe died. 

31ft, Linoculated Mr. Samuel Fones, of about 32, 
and Mrs. Waldran of 35 Years old: The former 
had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of a favour- 
able diftinét Sort, and was foon well. Mrs Wal- 
avon {uffer’d fome light touches of a feverifh Diforder 
on the 6th and 7th Days, and on the 8th they va- 
mifh’d. Knowing (thro’ her Fears) I had done it 
the firft Time but Megncly, I then inoculated her 
again; which took Effeét, and at the ufual Time 
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produc’d a kind diftinét Pox, which fhe eafily pafs'd 
thro’, and was foon well. 

September the 4th, I inoculated Mrs. B t, of 
about 32 Years old, upon aPimple fhe had fcratch’d 
off on one Arm, and on the other, where fhe had 
pricked the Skin, fo as to raife a {mall Drop of Blood: 
It was attended only with fome feverifh turns, which 
upon the 8th Day vanifhed ; and upon the gth, her 
Fears being great left fhe fhould take it in the natural 
way, fhe futter’d meto make the proper Incifions; after 
which, at the 7th Day, her Fever came on, and the 
Small-Pox came out on the gth pretty full of the 
diftinet Sort: She had fomething more of a Fever 
than 1s ufual this way, and about the height of che 
Diftemper her Men/es came down, which added to 
her Uneafineffes a few Days; but all went over, and 
fhe foon got well. It was ftrongly reported, that 
fhe mifcarry’d , but upon ftné& Inquiry of the Nurfe, 
I found it falfe and groundlefs, fhe not being then 
with Child. 

I inoculated Mrs. Dodge, about 20 Years old, who 
had nurfed her Sifter, then lying fick of the Con- 
fluent Small-Pox, unt! the zth Day from her Erup- 
tion: She being cermfyd with the Cucumftinces of 
her Sifter, | w.s perfu ded by her Mother and {lf to in- 
oculate her, which I did, by way of Expeiment: She 
had the Small Pox at the uftal Time, wath very little 
Sicknefs or Pain, and fearce an hundied in all: She 
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was fo foon well, it could hardly be faid fhe had 
been fick. 

sth, I inoculated Juftice Lynds’s Negro Boy, about 
17 Years old, he had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, and of a very kind, diftiné Sort, and foon 
was well. 

6th, I inoculated my thiee Daughters, Feru/ha 
of about 10, Mary 8, and Elizabeth 4. Years old; 
the eldeft had but about 40 or 50, the other two 
were pretty full in then Faces; and all their Symptoms 
proving gentle, they foon did well. 

yth, I moculated Mr. Eas Adams, about 18 
Years of Age, he had the Small-Pox at the common 
Time, and full of the diftinét Sort; about the height, 
he was very reftlels and hor; but upon the ufe 
of an oily Mixcuie and two bliftering Plaifters, the 
Symptoms went off, and he got foon well. 

linoculated Mr. Adzal Wales Negro Girl, about 
14 Yeais old; fhe had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, of a kind diftinét Sort, and was foon well. 

8th, { inoculated Mrs. Perce, about 32 Years 
old , fhe had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and 
of the diftinct Sort, and foon did well. 

goth, I inoculated Mr. Thomas Boylffon, about 31 
Years old; he had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, 
and of a kind diftinct Sort, a liccle fuller than ordi- 
nary this Way; but the Symptoms proved gentle, 
and he {oon was well. 
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I inoculated Mrs, N——s, who had been coming 
into the Praétice for fome Time before, and had 
lived in the Way of Infection above a Month; but 
now, through Hope and Fear, tho’ too late, fhe fub- 
mitted to it. The 3d Day fhe fell fick; the sth, the 
Small-Pox appeared, and continued coming out until 
the 8ch or oth, when fhe was full of a {mall, depreffed, 
confluent Sort, and her Throat was dry and fore; fhe 
had no immediate Signs of Danger until the 16th, (fhe 
being, as it might be fuppofed, a breeding, and 8 
or 9 Weeks gone) when her Mex/es came down upon 
her, upon which her Strength failed, and her Spirits 
funk. The x7th, fhe flooded, and began to talk 
idly, conceiting fhe was in the Waters, &c. I vafit- 
ed her about 12 that Night and found her delirious, 
extreamly cold, and in a clammy Sweat, and her Pulfe 
fo low, that I could hardly be fenfible fhe had any at 
all; Lordered her fome Drops of Oil of Cinnamon and 
Liquid Laudanum in Sugar, (expecting litle from 
a weaker Cordial) of which fhe had given her two 
or three times that Night. I vifited in the Morning, 
and found her much revived, and her Flooding ftay’d ; 
there was a {mall imperfect Subftance found in the 
Bed. Afterwards fhe mended flowly, a violent In- 
flammation attend.ng her Eyes, her Face being much 
{well d, and her Eye-lids clofed; we were not fenfible of 
the Danger, unul the fharp Humour had ulcerated the

horney Coat of one Eye, the Sight of which fhe loft; 
fhe otherways recovered and did well. 

sith, I inoculated Mrs. Jane Coleman of about 
14, and Mr. Grafton Feaveryear of about 30 Years 
old; on both thefe the Small-Pox came out at the 
ufual Time, of a kind diftiné Sort, the Symproms 
friendly, they foon grew well. Mrs. ‘Fane had about 
50 or 60, Mr Feaveryear a good handfome Sprink- 
ling ; he had lived in an infeéted Houfe about a 
Month before inoculated. 

r2th, Tinoculated Mr. Daniel Berry’s Son, about 
20, and his Daughter about 16, and Mr. Melum 
about 22 Years old: Thefe three had the Small-Pox 
at the ufual Time, of a kind diftin@ Sort, and they 
foon were well. 

13th, I moculated Mrs. Margaret Salter, about 
30 Years old, a weakly hyfterical Woman, and often 
ill ; and tho’ fhe had the Small-Pox very favourably, 
as to Number, yet fhe complain’d much of Pain in 
her Head, and Vapours, which gave me fome Trou- 
ble; butin a fhort Time thofe Symptoms went off, 
and fhe foon was well, 

I inoculated Mrs. Eiiz. Mein, about 19 Years 
old; fhe had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and 
of a kind diftinét Sort, and foon did well. She liv'd 
fome diftance from me, fo that I faw her but twice 
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16th, I inoculated Mr. Foha Adams about 35, 
and Mr. Jones's Child, 4 Years old; they both had 
the Small-Pox at the Time expected, few in Num- 
ber, the Symptoms gentle, they foon were well. 
Thro’ Negle&, Mr. Adams’s Inoculations inflamed, 
and became painful for 3 or 4 Days, but were after- 
wards eafy, and foon healed. 

I inoculated Mrs. Adams about 30, and her Daugh- 
cer about 4 Years old; ic had no Effect upon Mrs, 
Adams, which a litle furprifed me, and upon pro- 
pofing to inoculate her again, fhe faid fhe remem- 
ber’d, when a little Girl, the Small-Pox was in her 
Fathers Family, and fhe ill, and that there was a 
Difpute between the Doctor and Nurfe whether her's 
was the Small-Pox or not, having but three Puftles; 
the Mark of one fhe fhewed me. I advis’d her to 
nurfe her Child, which was now ill, and be out of 
Fear; and fhe did fo. The Child, at the ufual 
Time, had the Small-Pox pretty full in the Face, 
and had a confiderable Fever attending. I gave it a 
Vomit, which over work’d, and weaken’d 1 for the 
prefent, inftead of relicying it: The Child continu'd 
very ill until about the 6th or 7th Day of Eruption; 
when the Pock mpen’d, the Fever went off, and 1 
foon return’d to Healch. 

I inoculated Mr. Rechard Tucker, about 40 Years 
old, of a broken Conftitution ; he had the Small- 
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Pox at the ufual Time, few in Number, good in 
Kind, the Symptoms gentle, and he foon was well. 

zoth, [inoculated Mrs. Elz. Valentine about 18, 
Mr. Warner 21, and Mi. Procler’s Indian Man 20 
Years old; thefe all had che Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, of a good diftinét Sore: The /udian had 3 
or 4 uncafy Nights, after which his Reft return’d, 
and they were all foon well. Mrs. Valentine had 
but very few. 

21ft, Inoculated Mr. Nathaniel Eyre of about 
62, Che was a Gentleman very Afthmiatical) his Son 
Nathaniel Eyie about 25, and Mrs Elizabeth Kitt 
about 20 Years old, fhe had been in infected Houfes 
and was taken down the next Day, had the Small- 
Pox full, of a good Soit: The other two had 
the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of a very kind, 
diftiné Sort, and few in Number. The old Gen- 
tleman was 1n his Cloaths every Day, for lus Afthma 
render'd him uncomfortable in Bed. They all foon 
1ecoverd and did well. 

22d, Inoculated Mrs. //’oodbury, about 28 Yeais 
ald; fhe had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of 
a hied, diftinct Sort, the Symptoms gentle, and fhe 
foon was well. 

23d, I inoculated the Hon. Thomas Fitch, Eqs 
his only fon, about 14 Yeais old; he had the Small- 
Pox at the ulucl Time, few in Numbet, the symp- 
toms ealy, and 2 Joon was well, 
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Oéfober the 6th, I inoculated Mrs. Unice Wile 
lard, about 22 Years old 5 fhe had the Small-Pox at 
the ufual Time, of a kind, diftin@ Sorc, and foon 
well, 

13th, I inoculated Mrs. Haunah Brick of 16, and 
Nathaniel Loring of 12 Years old ; thefe had the 
Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of a kind, diftna 
Sort, and foon were well, 

I fhould have inoculated thefe, had I been able, 
Jaft Night, with Mr. Danel Loring’s eldeft Son, 
about 15 Years old, (Biother to Nathaniel) who 
had been fent into the Country about a Fortnight be- 
fore to efcape it in the natural Way; he came home 
well laft Evening to be inoculated, in the Night 
was taken with the Symptoms of the Small-Pox, which 
this Diy brake out of the confluent Sort. He foon loft 
his Reafoa, and died on the 6thor 7th Day. I men- 
tion this Cafe for thefe Reafons, vz. Had I inocu- 
lated him as was intended, few wou’d have believ’d 
him infected before; and that it may be fuppos’d, 
at |caft, chat the Small-Pox lurks in the Body longer 
when taken in the natuial Way, than when taken in 
the artificial Way, as has been often obfervd, in 
many Cafes, where People have been but once in the 
Way of Infeétion, or that have come from infected 
Towns or Veflels, 'c. 

14th, I inoculated Mrs AZaith2 Fitch about 16, 
and Mrs Mary about 15 Yeats old ; they both had 
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the Small-Pox at the ufual Time very favourably, 
few in Number, the Symptoms pleafant, and they 
foon were well. 

26th, I inoculated Mrs. Sarah Boylfton, at Rox- 
bury, of about 26 Years old; fhe was at Lodgings 
in the Country to efcape the Diftemper: Before her 
Tiavel came on, the Small-Pox broke out in the Fa- 
mily ; and about two Days after fhe was deliverd, 
her Fear of that being over, fhe was now diftrefs'd 
with che Danger of having the Small-Pox in the na- 
tural Way. My Brother came to me to advife in 
the Affair, and defir’d me to go with him to fee her; 
accoidingly I did, and that prepar’d; and upon both 
their Requefts, I inoculated her. A Coach was pro- 
vided, and, wrapt up in a Bed, fhe was broughe 
home to Baffon, and on the roth Day broke out with 
the Small-Pox, of a kind, diftinét Sort, and pafs’d 
thro’ it without any fenfible Danger, and foon re- 
coveied her Health, from lying-in, and having che 
Small-Pox together. | 

Atthe fame Time, and at the fame Houfe I in- 
oculated Mrs. Mary Lane of 20, and Mrs. Rebecca 
Abbit of 11 Years old; they both had the Small- 
Pox at the ufual Time, of a hind, diftiné Sort, the 
Symptoms piov’d eafy, and they being out of Town, 
I faw them but twice, after Ineculation, before they 
wee well, 
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I inoculated Mis. Blague’s Negro Gul, about 5 
Years old, fhe had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, 
as favouiably as any of the reft, and foon got well. 

zoth, I inoculated Capt. John Osburne about 36, 
and his Wife about 33, Judge Dazeupor?’s Son Jobin 
about 17, Mr. Caleb Lymoz about 43, and Su/anna 
Lyman about 7 Years old; they all had the Small- 
Pox at the ufual Time, of a fine diftin& Soir, che 
Symptoms gentle, and they weie foon well, 

31ft, Timoculated the Reverend Mr. Thomas Wal- 
ter, Mi. Samuel Afpmawall, and Mr. Dany ; they 
all had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and of the 
diftinét Sort. Mr. Afpingwall had feveral reftlefs 
Nights, which obliged me to give him an Anod:ze for 
two or three Nights foliowing. The other two Gen- 
tlemen laughed at him, and faid he was troubled with 
Vapours, They all, in a fhoit Time, weie well. 
Thefe Gentlemen came fiom Rex! vy into Bo/fo to 
be inoculated, and lay in one Room; and by their 
Recommendation of this Practice at their Return, 
prov’d to be of great Service to that Town, 1 faving 
many Livcs, if f may be allowd to yulge from the 
Succets of the different Wiys of Infection, zzz out 
of the firft thirceen who had the Small-Pox in the 
natuial Way, ten of them died, and in above 40 
Men that were inoculated at or near the fame Time, 
in the fame Town, not one Man died, 
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I inoculated Mr. Nathentel Loting’s only Child, 
about 9 Yeats old, his Father being much concern’d 
for him, on Account of the Small-Pox having been 
very fatal co their Family, he had the Small-Pox ac 
the ufual Time, very kindly, few in Number, and 
he foon was well. 

November the rft, I inoculated Mrs. Sarah Bronm- 
field about 25, Mrs Masy Bromfreld 23, Mrs. Cheekly 
24, and Mis M/rllard’s Daughter: 18 Years old; 
they all had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of a 
hind diflinét Soit, and were all foon well. 

2d, I inoculated Mr. Webs, of Charleftown, about 
32, and his Wife about 285; they both had the 
Small-Pox ar the ufual Time, of a kind, diftiné 
Sort, and weie foon well, 

I inoculated the Reverend Mr. Edenezer Per port, 
of Roxbury, 24 Years old; he had the Small-Pox 
at the ufual Time, of a kind, diftin@ Sort, few in 
Number, and he foon got well. 

3d, I inoculated Mis. Wm/flow, about 21 Years 
old , fhe had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of 
the diftinét Sort, but pretty full She was hor and 
icftlefs at che filling of the Poch, which occafion’d me 
to bleed her, afce: which, the Symptoms went off, 
and fhe foon recoverd her Health. 

zth, I moculated Mr. Ebenezer Holmes, about 
i- Years old, he had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Sime, of a hind, diftinct Soir, and was foon well. 
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gth, I inoculated Mr. Fofeph White of about ; 2, 
Mrs. Goodwin 36, and Mr. Edmond Wells of 23 
Years old ; thefe all had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, and of the diftinét Sort. Two of thefe com- 

lain’d a little more than ordinary at the coming out 
and filling, which foon went off, and they all foon 
were well. 

November the 13th, I inoculated Mr. Daniel Lo- 
ring’s Wife about 41, and he: Daughter about 12 
Years old; they both had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, of a kind, diftin@& Sort, and foon did well. 

r4th, [inoculated Mrs Mary Bath, 17 Years old, 
fhe had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of a kind, 
diftinét Sort, and foon did well. 

16th, [inoculated Anthony Strdaid, Eq; his Son 
Simeon about 13, and his /zdsan Man about 21; 
they both had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of 
a kind Sort, few in Number, the Symptoms gentle, 
they foon were well. 

r7th, L inoculated Mr. James Alford, about 28 
Years old, he had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, 
of a kind Sort, few in Numbei, the Symptoms gen- 
tle, and he foon was well. 

18th, I inoculated Capt. Samuel Greenwood about 
31, Mr. Jaac Greenwood 18, Mr. Obadiah Ayer 
32, Capt. Prince 28, and Mr. Lyman’s Negro Wo- 
man 30 Years old; all thele had the Small-Pox at 
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the ufual Time, of a kind, diftiné Sort, but few 
in Number, and they all foon did well. 

roth, { inoculated Mrs. Rebecca Adams, about 
14 Years old; fhe had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, few in Number, the Symptoms eafy, and 
fhe foon did well - 

zoth, I inoculated Mr ‘Fohn Gardner about 18, 
and Mis. Morrice 55 Ycars old ; they both had the 
Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of a kind, diftiné 
Sort, the Symptoms eafy, and they foon did well. 

2ift, Linoculated ohn White, Elg, of about 52z 
Years old; he was then a weak infirm Man, and 
had “been fo near 30 Years, fome time confumptive 
and very {plenetic: Thus knowing his unhappy Cone 
ftitution, 1 perfuaded him to remove further into the 
Country to avoid the Infection. He, ured with a 
Country Life already, and not knowing when Bo/loz 
wou'd be freed from the Small-Pox, though very 
cauuous and timorous, yet wou’d be inoculated. 
The Smali-Pox came out én the oth, as ufual, of 
the diftinct Sort, the Symptoms eafy, they continued 
coming out the roth and 11th, at which Time he 
was pretty full of a very diftine Sort, and the Symp- 
toms caly, except that he was fplenetic and dull, 
which he was from the 6th, when he firft complain‘d ; 
12th and 13th the Pock came forwaid, tho’ flowly, 
and of but an indifferent Complexion. Now his 
fplenctic Darkneffes encreafed, and whereas the firft 
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Days he took but little Nournfhment, now he wou'd 
take none, by his Good-will, and refus’d to be {poke 
to, or comforted, notwithftanding he had no Com- 
plaints either of Pain or Sicknels, Heat or Op- 
preffion at his Bicaft. Thus he Jay languifhing, 
and witheng away like a Plant without Moufture 
(the Pock not ripe, and of alivid Colour) until the 
r2th of Eruption and 21{t from Inoculatica, when 
he died. 
22d, I moculated Mrs. Raffel, 30, and two of 
her Children, one 4 and the other 2 Years old, 
Mrs. Abigail Villard 22 Years old ; thefe had the 
Small- Pox at the ufual Time, and of a kind, diftiné 
Sort; the Symptoms gentle, they all foon did well. 
[ inoculated, at Roxbury, Mr. Samuel Stevens about 
37, his Child of 14 Months, his Servant Girl 15, 
his Jud:an Boy 14, Mr. War.7 28, and his Bro- 
ther 18 Years old; fix of thefe had the Small-Pox 
at the ufual Time, of a kind, diftinét Sort, the Symp- 
toms gentle, they weie foon well. The Gul was 
taken il the next Day, bioke out the 3d of the con- 
fluent Soit, had a high Fever, a bad Thioat, and 
with much a do fhe efcaped with hei Life, and did 
well. How to account for this Accident, we were 
at a Lols, (they living diftant from infected Houtes) 
unul the Gul was well; and then fhe confclsd how 
fhe got the Diftemper: zzz. About a Weck o1 ten 
Days before I inoculated her, fhe went into an in- 
fogted 
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fected Houle, to fee fome Acquaintance there, but 
dare not fpeah of it before now, for Fear of Anger. 

23d, I moculated Mr. Ebenezer Pembe. ton, and 
Mr. Fohu Lowel, each above 18, Mr. Thomas Di- 
mond 14 Years old. 

24th, I inoculated the honourable Judge Quzucy’s 
Son Edmond, Mr Ebenezer Turil, Mr Ebenezer 
Gee, each 18, Mi. Samuel Dunbar, 16, Mr. Sa- 
mucl iceman, 15, Mr. Benjamim Fitch, and Mr. 
Fomes Varney, each 14, Mr. Edward Wiglefworth, 
(Mr. Hollss’s Piofeflor, 32) Mr. William Welfted, 
Fellow, 24. 

25th, The honourable Judge Sewell’s Grandfon, 
Samuel Hi ff, 17, the honomable Jonathan Belcher’s 
Son Audiew, 15, Mi. James Pits, 14 Years old. 
Meeting in this Practice, within thiee Days, fuch a 
Number of our College young Gentry (and wath 
them two of then Overfeers) I take the Liberty of 
mentioning then as fuch, and I hope the Youths will 
manage well. Fourteen of thefe had the Small-Pox 
ct the ufual time, and of a hind, diftiné Sout, few 
in Number, and the Symptoms gentle. Mu. /Vzgle/- 
ctf had the Small Pox atthe fame tame, and of a 
yeiy diftinct Soit, but not fo hind; between the 
coming out and filling of the Pock, he fuffer’d, two 
oi thice Days, an Oppicffion of the Spirits, wan- 
dering Pains, and Sichnels at Stomach, which all 
wert cH at aie ripening of the Peck, and he, with” 
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the other fourteen, foon recovered and did well. 

I inoculated at Roxbury, Mr. Barnard, of about 
20, Mr. Benjamin Woods, 23, Mr. Eleazer Wil- 
hams, 25, Mr. Edwaid Dorr, 35, and three of his 
Children, one 11, one 5, and one three Yeats old. 
The three former of thefe had the Small-Pox at the 
ufual time, and of a diftinct Soit (the Weather, tc 
being December, was very cold, and the Country- 
Houfes not fo warm as thofe sn Boffon) they com- 

lain'd a little more of the Sorenefs of the Pocks, 
and of their Inoculations, but pafs’d bravely thro’ 
it, and foon were well. 

I fhall omic the Account of Mr Dorr and his 
Children here, and give it with the other Pait of his 
Family, which were inoculated five Days after, zzz. 
the 29th of November. 

2gth, I inoculated Mr. Tho:mas Gene, s, of about 
29, and Mi. Parker 26 Years old, both of Chazles- 
town; they had the Small-Poxatthe ufual time, and of 
a diftinct Sore, Mr. Geers s very few and favourable, 
but Mi Parker had a great many, and fuffer d a good 
deal of Sorenefs, Heat, and Reitlefsnefs, two or thiee 
Days at the filling; which foon went off, and they 
both did weil. 

26th, I mmoculated Mr. Samuel Gaiduer, about 
20 Ye.rs old, he had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, of a kind diftinet Sort, few in Number, and 
he foon was well. 
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T inoculated Mr. Zafts of Cambridge, about 31, 
and his Negroe Boy 12 Years old. I was now fo 
much employ’d in Bofon and Roxbury, when then 
Sicknefs came on, that when Mr. 7zfts fent for me, 
I could not ge to them, and only fent Directions, 
with fome few Medicines, and never faw either 
until chey were well. ‘They had che Small-Pox at 
the ufual Time, and of the favourable Sort, as he 
gave me the Account fome time after, when he came 
to pay his Bull. 

27th, I inoculated Mr. Francis Foxcroft, of a- 
bout 30, Mr. Samuel Danforth, 28, both of Cam- 
bridge 5 and at Roxbury, the Reverend Mr. Nehe- 
mab Walter, about 58, and Daughter, 17, his 
Son, 12, and anorher Child about 7 Years old; the 
Reverend Mr. Thomas Walter's Wife, 23, Mt Hai- 
bottle Dorr, 25, hus Sifter Clemence, 22. Faght of 
thefe had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and of 
a kind, diftinét Sort, their Symptoms gentle, and 
they foon weie well =i. Walter's Inoculation had 
no Effect upon hin He faid, when he was a Child 
he had an Illncfs, with breaking out, but they did 
not know that ic was the Small-Pox. This his Mo- 
ther cold him when alive. 

28th, Iinoculated Mayor Bowles of Roxbury, a- 
beut 37 Yeats old, he had the Small-Pox at che ue 
fual Time, and of the diftinét and favourable Kind, 
and {ven 15 well. 
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I inoculated Mi. Varney’s Negro Boy, about 18 
Yeais olds; he had the Small-Pox ar the ufual Time, 
of a kind diftin& Sort, and foon was well. 

29th, I inoculated, at Roxbury, Col. Jofhua Lamb, 
about 45, his Son about 17, his Niece 13, Negroe 
Boy, 15, Mr. //tlham Banat, 23, and Mis. Mor- 
viss Girl, 15 Yeaisold. Five of thcle had the Small- 
Pox at the ufual Time, and of a kind diftina Sort, 
the Symptoms gentle, and they foon were well. 
Mr. Bazi’s Inoculation had no Fffeét upon him I 
fhou’d have inoculated him again on the 8th or oth 
Day, but that a Gentlewoman declai’d that fhe had 
feen him fick of the Small-Pox when a Child, his 
Mother having been deid fome time, few remem- 
bei’d any thing cf it 

I inoculated Ma. Fela Prerpoimt, about 27 Yerrs 
eld; he had the Small Pox at the ufual Time, and 
of a very diftinct Soit, an Inflammation attending 
lis ‘Thieec, gave him fome Uneaflineis for chiee or 
four Days after Exuption, but upen filing of the 
Pock the lvflammation wont off, and he foon 1eco- 
wei d, and did well. 

Tinoculaced Mi Edwa:d Doris other three Chil- 
dren, one of 9, and one otf 7 Yeats, and the crher 
above 18 Months old, his Servant Min 20, and /i- 
dian Girl about 17 Years old. Vii. Deve would 
have had thefe five meculated when he ard che chree 
Childion wer, but tha f ictus d to do ve rhea. 
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But for the Convenience of nurfing, and having 
one Nurfe only foi them all, they were put into one 
Chamber, and for better Stowage, two or three in 
one Bed, (the End of the Chamber being partition’d 
off for a ptvate Lodging, in which was laid the /x- 
dian Girl) and by the time the firft chree were bro- 
hen out a Day or two, the other five began their 
Sicknefs. Here was a melancholy Sight indeed! I 
had often three o1 four, but never nine in a Room 
together, the poor Childien, with their Sicknefs and 
the Wintei's Cold, prov’d froward, one crying, an- 
other coughing; one wanted Dnnk, another to do 
its Needs, one to get up, another to go to Bed, and 
fo on, fo that cogether with opening and fhutting the 
Doors, the gingling of the Warming-pan, Fire-fhovel 
and Tongs, there was {carce a Minute in the 24 Hours 
that all was ftrll and quiet. They all had the Small- 
Pox at the ufual Time, and of the diftiné Sort: 
Mi Dor. was full, his Pock inflam’d, and his Fever 
too high: This, with his great Concern for his 
Childien, the continual Noife, and Want of Sleep, 
made the poor Gentleman almoft diftraéted, which 
obliged me to bleed him twice, to apply Epifpaftics, 
ufe Anodines, €°c. at the turning of the Pock, the 
Symptoms went off. The /idsaz Gul was taken il 
the 7th with a gentle Fever, which continued to the 
oth, when the Small-Pox came out upon her of a 
h.nd, ailtin’t Sort, fhe havieg about twenty tn her Face, 
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fo that fhe was eafy, and laughed, as I found her half 
naked, fitting up inthe Bed. The roth I vifited the 
Family late in the Evening, and the Nurfe faid the 
Indian was very dull, and did nor care to fpeak; I 
found her very ill, the Pock funk in, he: Pulfe too 
frequent and uneven: I order’d her out of her cold 
Apartment, near a Fire, and many Means were ufed 
to get the Pock out again, but to no Purpofe; for fhe 
died before Morning. Two of the Children were a 
litle fuller chan ordinary, complain’d of Soienefs, &'c. 
the other five had it very favourably, and eight of 
the nine recoveied, and did very well. The Small- 
Pox had broken out in Mr. Dorr’s Houle before any 
of them were inoculated Tho’! believe the Juda 
Girl was no ways infeed before, but was loft by 
taking Cold and ftnking in the Pock. She was a 
weakly Gil, fubjeét to Humouis breaking out upon 
her Years before. 

zoth, I inoculated Mr. Thomas Sinith, 19, Mr. 
Fobn Smith, 17, Mr. Thomas Goodwin, 16, at Chat les- 
town, Mr. Brafier about 31, his Wife 35, and four 
of their Children, vz. one of 8, one of 6, one of 
3 Years, and one of nine Months old, Mrs. Wie 
about 50, and her Son 145 Mr. /¥56's tuo Chil- 
dien, one of 2 Years, and the other 10 Months 
old. All thefe thuteen had the Small-Pox at the 
ufual ume, and of a very diftind and kind Sore. 
The three firft were in Boffo, whom I often faw, Mi. 
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John Smith had but 3 Puftules chat fill’d and turn’d; 
the other two but very few: The ten at Charlestown 
I faw but twice in all their Illnefs, I was fo engaged 
in Bofton and Roxbury, however, they all foon re- 
coveted, and did well. 

December the 1f{t, | moculated Mrs. Foy 27, Mrs. 
IVhite 24, and their Negro Boy 6, Mrs. Elzabeth 
Calf 16, her Sifter 14, and Capt. Langdon 26 Years 
old, at Roxbury, Mis. Scarbrough, Widow, 67, her 
Son Fofeph Scarbrough 34, and Daughter Bethiab 
22, Mr. Timothy Parker 16, Mr. Stepben Chute 22, 
Mt. Searl’s Servant Boy 16, Mr Scarbrcugh’s Man, 
about 19 Years old. Twelve of thefe had the Small- 
Pox at the ufual Time, and of the diftiné& Kind, 
the fix at Boffow had each but few, and the Symp- 
toms very gentle: The four Men and the old Gen- 
tlewoman at Roxbury were fuller, and their Symp- 
toms a little haifh, «vz. Pains in their Head, or 
Bones , fick, or oppiels'd at Stomach ; and the old 
Gentlewoman complain’d of being faint: And but 
little good Reft, or Sleep, did they get for three or 
four Days and Nights, four in one Room, and two 
in anothei, and but one Nurfe for them all, and fhe 
a Toper. But thefe Symptoms abated as the Pox 
nipend , and as they tund, they went off. The 
Boy had but few in Number, and the Symptoms 
gentle. All thefe twelve foon recover’d, and did 
well. Mrs. Bethizah Scarbrough had her \lnefs be- 
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gun the 7th Day, a gentle Fever, and fo continued 
until the 9th, when her Fever encreafed, and fhe 
complain‘d of her Head, Back, &e as 1s ufual, and 
no more; no Pcx yet appearing; fhe hid Bhifters 
order, and other Means prefcrib’d to bing our the 
Pox, and that fhe fhould be kept warm in Bed, and 
fo I left her that Night. The next Night I found 
her (unexpectedly, in her Cloaths) upon the Bed, 
faint and weak, with a faultering, weak, and dan- 
gerous Pulfe ; and the Nuife toid me her Courles 
were upon her, and that fhe could not keep het in 
Bed. I did the beft I could for her, (being late at 
Night, and no Shop at Hand) but to no Effect; fhe 
died before Morning. She had been feveral Years, 
as her Mother and others told me, a very fickly young 
Woman, and never well. In fhort, thro’ my great 
Huiry, fhe was pooily Doctor’d, and badly Nuts’dy 

and fo fhe died before the Pox came out. 
zd, I moculated Madam Davenport abcut 4o, 
her little Daughter Mrs. Lacza 6, Madam Thatcher 
40, Mi.Phillip Serle 61, his Wife 63, their Daugh- 
ter 24, Mr. Edmond I¥ ells 58, his Wife 54, their 
Daughter 19, their Son 16, Mi. Lhas Monk 30, 
and three of his Children, one 6, one 4, and the 
other 2 Years old, the 3 firft in Boffow, the other 
rr atRexbay. Thole three in Boffow had the Small- 
Pox at the ufual Time, and of a hind, diftinct Sort, 
their Symptoms eafy, they foor were well. Mr. 
Sele, 
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Serle, Wells's Son, Monk, and his three Children, 
had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of a very di- 
ftin& Sort, and che Symptoms moderate. Mr. Wells, 
his Daughter, and Mr. Ser/e’s Daughter, had the 
Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and of the diftinét Sort, 
but a lictle fuller, and their Complaints greater, viz. 
of Pain and Sorenefs, Want of Reft, &¢. which, at 
the turning of the Pox, went off; and all thefe nine, 
ina little Time, recover’d and did well. Mrs. //’e/ls 
was a very weakly Gentlewoman, always complain- 
ing, and of an ill Habit of Body, and fo very {ple- 
netick as often to be deprived of Reafon; and for 
many Years not capable of managing he: Family 
Affairs. She had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, 
and of a very diftinct Sort, and the Symptoms con- 
tinued moderate for the firft five Days, ave that che 
cold Weather pinched her very much, the 6th, 7th, 
and 8th Days fhe was more uneafy, flept bur liccle, 
grew faint and weaker, the cold Weather affecting 
her fill more, and the native Heat declining apace; 
the Pock not filling, fhe funk under it, and died che 
gth from Eruption, and the 17th from her Incifions. 
Mrs, Serle, likewife, was an ailing old Woman, Hy- 
fterical, Splenetic, and of an ill Habit of Body; fhe 
had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and of a very 
diftinét Sort ; the Symptoms were modetate, though 
fhe was often complaining of one Uneafinefs or other, 
as is common in the Small-Pox, and the cold Wea- 
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ther, likewife, affeéted her much. Thus fhe conti- 
nued until the Pock fill’d and turn’d, and the Scabs 
caft off; one Day a little better, and another worfe ; 
fometimes up, and other times in Bed : The Perfpi- 
rations being ftopp’d by the cold Weather, and a 
Complication of Humours being put in Motion, at 
laft fell upon her Bowels. She had a Purging three 
or four Days, which carried ker off. She died the 
24th from Eruption, and the 33d from Inoculation. 
All chefe 11 at Roxbury had liv'd inthe Way of In- 
fection about three Weeks before inoculated. 

6th, I inoculated Mr. Bs adford, 25, Mr. Fofeph 
Belcher about 22, his Brother, 18, Mr. Fof Rich- 
ards 22, and Mr. Cary 21 Years old; thefe five had 
the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and of a good di- 
ftiné& Sort, not many in Number, nor were the Symp~- 
toms harfh ; they complain'd of Sorenefs, and the 
Weather pinch'd them, but they pafs’d foon through 
it, and did well. Thefe were of Deadbam, and in- 
oculated at Roxbury. 

8th, I inoculated, at Boffow, Mrs. Harris about 
22 Years old; fhe had the Small Pox at the ufual 
Time, of the diftiné& Kind, and a pretty handfome 
Sprinkling ; fhe was very vapourifh and tumorous; 
full of Complaints, when I was abfent; but when 
prefent, had few or none. She foon was well. 

I inoculated, at Roxbury, Mi. Sam H%illiams a- 
bout 64, his Wife 62, his Son 36, Ins Daughter 22, 
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Dr. Elyah Danforth, 35, and Mr. Bafs 27; 
all thefe had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and 
of a kind, diftin@ Sort, and but few in Number. 
The old Gentleman, thro’ the cold Weather, had an 
Inflammation in his Wrifts, where he was inoculated, 
which gave him much Pain, and me fome Trouble. 
The Doétor,by the Cold, had a Tumour inthe Axslla, 
which came to Suppuration, Except thefe two Acci- 
dents, (which foon afterward were cured) they were 
very favourably dealt with, and foon well. 

gth, 1 inoculated, in Boffon, Mrs. Tw sil about 32, 
and a Negro Boy 10 Years old; they both had the 
Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and of the diftinét and 
kind Sort ; their Symptoms gentle, they foon weie 
well. 

r2th, I inoculated, at Roxbury, Capt. Fofeph 
Maybew about 57, and his Grandfon 11 Years old; 
they both had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, and 
of a kind, diftinét Sort; the Symptoms gentle, they 
foon were well. | 

18th, I inoculated, at Roxbury, Mr. Samuel Ste- 
vens’s two eldeft Daughters, one of about r1, and 
the other 6 Years old; they both had the Small- 
Pox at the ufual Time, and of a kind, diftin& Sort; 
their Symptoms gentle, they foon were well. 

zoth, I inoculated, at Roxbury, Mr. Bernard's 
Maid about 17 Years old ; fhe h.d been at her Fa- 
ther’s fome Time to efcape the Infe€tion , taking cold, 
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fhe complain’d of her Head and Bones; they con- 
cluding fhe was taken with the Small-Pox, fent her 
back to her Mafter to have 1t there, and fhe was put 
into an infeéted Room and Bed, and I was defir’'d to 
take the Care of her. After fhe had been kept warm 
about 48 Hours, her Complaints were gone, and 
now, thro Fear, fhe woud be inoculated; {he had the 
Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of a kind, diftine 
Sort, (about 200 1n all) the Symptoms gentle, fhe 
foon was well. 

24th, I inoculated Capt. Maybew’s Maid about 
1 Years old; fhe had the Small-Pox at the ufual 
Time, of a kind, diftinét Sort, the Symptoms gen- 
tle, fhe foon was well. 

26th, I inoculated Mr. Sasnuel Stevens's two other 
Children, one 4, the other 2 Years old, and Mr. 
Barnards Son 4 Years old, they had the Small-Pox 
at the ufual Time, of a kind, diftinét Sort, few in 
Number, and the Symptoms being gentle, they foon 
were well, 

Ja:mary the 28th, 1721-2, Linoculared, at Came 
bridgc, Madam Goff about 45, her Nephew 12, hex 
Maid 27, the Maid’s Child 2, then Man 30, Ser- 
vant Gul 15, and Mi Stephen Hall of Chai lefiown, 
about 16; fix of thefe had the Small-Pox at the 
ufual Time, of the diftiact Sout, and their Symp- 
toms moderate ; all thefe foon did well. Upon Ma- 


dam Goff 1c had no Effect, it appeard afterwards, 
(by 
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(by one that remembred) that fhe had the Small-Pox 
her Infancy. 

February the 8th, I inoculated, in Charlefown, 
Mr. Katle of 26, and his Wife of 23 Years old ; 
they both had the Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of 
a kind, diftinét Sort, their Symptoms gentle, and 
they foon did well. 

23d, I moculated, at Charleffown, the Reverend 
Mr. Willard of Rutland, 30 Years old; he had the 
Small-Pox at the ufual Time, of a moft kind, diftinét 
Sort, few in Number, and the Symptoms gentle, he 
foon was well. 

24th, [ inoculated, at Charleflown, Mrs. Hall a- 
bout 22 Years, her Childabout 14 Months old; they 
both had the Small-Pox ar the ufual Time, and of 
the diftinét Sort: Mrs. Ha// was ungovernable, re- 
fuled Management and Medicine, exposd herfelf in 
caring for he: Child, and took Cold, which brought 
on new Complaints, wz. Pain and a Swelling in her 
ight Thigh; which Swelling continuing, encteasd 
her Thigh to a large Bulk, and which fuppurated, and 
upon opening, dilcharged a great Quantity of undi- 
gefted Pus; upon which fhe became eafy, (che Small- 
Pox being favourable, was now tuind and gone.) 
Het Fears preventing me Jaying open the Ssus, I 
order’d laige Poultices of white Biead and Milk, with 
fuirable Comprefs and Bandage, to be apply’d once 
o1 twice a Day, as the Cafe nught requne ; which 
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Method and fimple Means alone in ten Days or a 
Fortmght’s Time compafied and compleated the Cure. 
The Child's Symptoms were favourable, and it foon 
was well. 

May the rth, I inoculated Mr. Samuel Sewell 
of about 34, Mrs. Sewell 30, and her two Sons, one 
10, the other 8, Mr. Benyamin Woodbridge 13, and 
Mrs. Joanna Alford 210 Years old; Mr. Sewell was 
a weakly Gentleman, often ill, and thought by ma- 
ny Confumptive; and all the other five of tender 
Conftitutions. And notwithftanding the many Dif- 
ficulties and hard Shifts they were put to, in being 
removd fome Days after inoculated to an Ifland to 
have the Small-Pox there, the Particulars too tedious 
to be related here, but well known in Boffon, yet 
thefe all had the Small-Pox at che ufual Time, and 
of a diftinét Sort. Thofe three who were capable 
of reflecting on their Treatment, fuffered twice as 
much as the other three did; but all their Symptoms 
proving gentle, they all did well. : 

The Small-Pox now leaving us, Inoculation ceas’d ; 
and when tt fhall pleafe Providence to fend and fpread 
that Diftemper amongft us again, may Inoculation 
revive, be better received, and continued a Bleffing, 
in preferving many more from Mifery, Corruption, 
and Death. 

There were in the Towns near Ba/fon about 36 
Perfons more inoculated, which all did well, zz. by 
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Dr. Roby about 11, and by Dr. 7homp/fon about 
25, which, together with my 244, make up the 
Number of 280; out of which Number died only 
fix Perfons, notwithftanding all the Difficulties chis 
Praétice laboured under, &'c. 

Now if there be any one that can give a faithful 
Account or Hiftory of any other Method of Prac- 
tice that has carried fuch 2 Number, of all Ages, 
Sexes, Conftitutions, and Colours, and in the worft 
Seafons of the Year, thro’ the Small-Pox; or, in- 
deed, thro’ any other acute Diftemper with better 
Succefs, then I will alter my Opmion of this; and 
unul then, I fhall value and siteac this Method of 
inoculating the Small-Pox, as the moft beneficial and 
fuccefsful that ever was difcover'd to, and practifed 
by Mankind in this World. 

In the Year 1721, and Beginning of 1722, there 
were, in Boffon, 5759 Perfons who had the Smail- 
Pox in the natural Way, out of which Number died 
844, (this Account I took fiom one of our Prints, 
publifhed by Authority) fo that the Proportion that 
died of the natural Small-Pox there, appears to be 
one in fix, or between thac of fix and feven. 

The following Table will fhew the Difference be- 
tween the Succefs of the natural Small-Pox, and chat

It appears by the foregoing Table, that Inocula- 
tion upon fix Perfons did not produce the Small- 
Pox, by Reafon they had had st before. And thar 
out of 274, fix died, though they had not all the 
Small Pox only by Inoculation,as we hay e Reafonto be- 
lreve,but w cre fome of them infected in the natural Way, 
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before inoculated. And it further appears by our 
Praétice in New England, that if 2 Number of Per- 
fons fhou'd be inoculated, of all Ages and Confticutions, 
and even fome of them living amongit the Infected 
and in the worft Seafons of the Year, without 
Exception, as was our cafe, then the Proportion that 
dies under Inoculation may be one in 46, or 
thereabout. It 1s my Opinion, from Reafon, and 
as far as I can judge, from Experience too, that a 
Perfon may be infected in the natural Way, four or 
five Days, if not longer, before inoculated; and yet 
go the ufual Time of nine Days before Eruption. 
And it is further my Opinion, that a Perfon may be 
ferved by Inoculation, if not infeéted above a Day 
or two before inoculated. And che Reafons for fuch 
my Opinions are as followeth: 1. That the In- 
fe&tion received by Infpiration does not fo immedi- 
ately enter into, and ferment the Blood and other 
Juices of the Body, as that does which we inoculate, 
ot apply to the opened Blood and other Veflels in 
the Incifion. 2. That this imoculated Infection 
does immediately enter in, and communicate its Leaven 
like Quality (by the Mouths of the divided Veffels) to 
the Mafs of Humoursin the Body. And if any there 
be of that Kind, it will ferment and put them into 
Motion, and bring the Small-Pox out in about two 
Thirds of che Time chat the Natural ufually does ; 
and that before the deep, fectet, and hidden Fermen- 
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tations have had Time to divide and fubdivide the 
Particles of that Humour, and by a greater Mixture 
deprave the other Juices, fo as to produce the con- 
fluent Sort I believe alfo that there is a Difference 
between the Particles of Infection, wz. thofe in the 
natural Way, being more volatile, may be more ma- 
penan than thofe contain’d in the Pus or Matter 
of the Puftules: And that if there were no Dif- 
ference in the Malignity of the Infection, yet as In- 
oculation communicates the Infeétion to an Out-fide 
and firmer Part of our Body, the Malignity may 
(being ftrain’d thro’ fo many minute Veflels) lofe 
part of its Force, before it reach the more principal 
Parts. Whereas in the natural Way, our Noftrils, 
Throat, Mouth, Lungs, and Stomach are the firft 
Parts infected ; or thro’ which the Infeétion paffes, and 
which are frequently the Parts that moft complain, 
And there may be fomeching allow’d me (from Ex- 
perience) on this Head, when I declare, that amongft 
the whole Number that I inoculated, tho’ many of 
them amidft the ftifling Heat of Infection, and in the 
extream hot and cold Weather; yer not above three 
ot four Perfons had their Throats very fore, and 
their Mouths fill’d, and Noftrls ftopp’d with the 
Pock and Scabs, as are common inthe natual Way. 
And J dare appeal to all that have been in this Prac- 
tice, whether they have met with fuch a Cafe, excepr 
the Perfon has been firft infected in the natural Way; 
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which, indeed, may be a hard thing to determine, 
in any Place, where the Small-Pox may have been 
before the Perfon was inoculated. And yet notwith- 
ftanding what I have faid, as to leflening the Danger 
of a prior Infection, I would have the ucmoft Care 
taken to prevent Infection before Inoculation: _How- 
ever, that may be of Service, in Cafe a Perfon may 
have been fo expos’d, either thro’ Ignorance, or Ne- 
ceffity. There is a faying, that one Sort of Small- 
Pox the Nurfe can’t kill che Paticnt with , and like- 
wife another Sort, that all che Phyficians cannot cure 
the Patient of. It will be eafy for any one to 
guefs what thofe two Sorts are, vz. the Diftine, and 
the Confluent ; thefe two are put in Oppofition to 
one another, as being the Extreams of each, wz. the 
beft and worft Sort, or Kind of that Diftemper. But 
however favourable the Small-Pox appear to be, 
there muft be Care taken of the Sick, not only in 
this, but in all acute Difeafes; and efpecially in thofe 
call’d Eruptive Fevers, by Reafon they are more ex- 
posd to Accidents, as taking Cold, &c. flatting, or 
ftriking 1n the Pock, or producing fome other Symp- 
tom, which has coft many thoufands cheir Lives : 
Tho’ the Small-Pox, Meailes, or any other Fever 
the Patient had, may have feem/’d very gentle and 
eafy; yet with a {mall Accident they are {natch’d a- 
way. And who woud have thought it, fays the 
Nurfe, if not the Doétor too. But fo it 1s, has, 
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and willbe, if not thro’ great Care, Skill, and Pains, 
prevented. 

Now Inoculation, at the worft, is but a Medium 
between the two Extreams, provided 1t be done ac- 
cording to Art, and the Patient be clear from a prior 
Infedtions I fay, 1c prevents the worft, and generale 
ly procures the beft, ora kind, diftiné Sort of Small- 
Pox 

And pray let us confider what this Method, in 
procuring the diftinét Small-Pox, does prevent; 
it prevents the confluent, which, in stfelf, is a Plague, 
and that in a high Degree ; fome of the bad Symp- 
toms attending which, are as followeth: Purple Spots, 
the bloody Pox, Hemorrhages of Blood at the Mouth, 
Nofe, Fundament, and Privities; Ravings and De- 
liriums ; Convulfions, and other Fits; violent In- 
flammations and Swellings in the Eyes and Throat; 
fo that they cannot fee, or fcarcely breathe, or 
{wallow any thing, to kecp them from ftarving. 
Some looking as black as the Stock, others as white 
as a Sheet; in fome, the Pock runs into Blifters, and 
the Skin tripping off, leaves the Flefh raw, like Crea- 
tures flead. Some have a burning, others a {mar 
ing Pain, as xf in the Fire, or fcalded with boiling 
Water: Some have infatiable Thirfts, others greedy 
Appetites, and will crave Food when dying Some 
have been All’d with loathfome Ulcers; others have 
had deep, and fiftulous Ulcers in their Bodies, or m 
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their Limbs or Joints, with Rottennefs of the Liga- 
ments and Bones: Some who live are Cripples, o- 
thers Idiots, and many blind all their Days; befide 
the other Deformuties it brings upon many, 1n their 
Faces, Limbs, or Body, with many more grievous 
Symptoms, which the World has had too great Ex- 
perience of, as being the Attendants of that fatal Di- 
{temper called the Confluent Small-Pox. 

What this Humour of the Small-Pox, in us, is, 
or when, and how it 1s communicated to us, the 
Learned have not yet inform’d us. If from our 
Parents, then how fhou’d fuch as have had the Small- 
Pox before (and confequently then have w not in 
them) give it to then Children? Neither are Infants 
in the Womb freed from that Diftemper, altho’ the 
Mother have the Small-Pox while the Child is there. 
However otherways it may be, this 1s certain, that 
as itis a moft loathfome, painful, and deftructive 
Diftemper; fo Providence has wifely and mercifully 
order’d it, that once only, in our Lives, we fhall be 
diftrefs'd by #5 and has now, 1m greater Goodnefs, 
difcover'd to us a Way or Method how to mo- 
derate that Diftemper, and to render the Small-Pox, 
inoculated, no further dangerous than a common in- 
termittent Fever, undes the prudent ufe of its fpeci- 
fick Bark And fhall not the World gratefully ace 
cept, and thankfully make ufe of fuch a Method, 
(when known) and efpecially Great Britam, poe: 
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has had fo much Experience of its good Effects, and 
that for five Years following ? Shall not they come 
fully into, and take the Benefit of 1c? And fhall 
not the Phyficians, who are the Medicinal Guides, 
with che Suigeons, recommend and bring it into greater 
Efteem and Praétice, and fave (under God) thoufands 
and ten thoufands by it; and make further Improve- 
ments in it; and fet more vigoroufly about it, when 
they confider their great Pattern and Example for 1, 
wz. the greateft and wileft of Kings, their Royal High- 
neffes the Prince and Princefs atthe Head of it, and that 
ithas been ufed upon theirRoyal Iffue with great Succefs? 

The Small-Pox in the natural Way, has not been 
lefs fatal to Royal Blood, than it has been to their 
meaner Subjects; and fhall not fuch great Examples, 
and fuch great Succefs, influence the World, give Cre- 
dit to, and recommend a Praétice which 1s fo very 
valuable in itfelf, as that none other can compare 
with 10? 

When the World has had Expeience of the good 
Effects of this Method, it will no longer remain a 
Doubt; but it will be made ule of, and acknow- 
ledgéd to be the moft certain procurative Means to 
produce the better Sort; and the only preventive Ree 
medy aguin{t the worft and confluenc Sort. 

And it 1s, and fhall be acknowledged, to the Praife 
and Gloty of God! that whereas a moft wild, cruel, 
fierce, and violent Diftemper, and which has de- 
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ftroy’d Millions of Lives, 1s now (by that happy 
Difcovery made of its Tranfplantation) become tract- 
able, fafe, and gentle. 

And it may be further faid of this Praétice, that 
if 1c were not to fave the Life of one fingle Perfor 
in the Small-Pox, yet inafmuch as it faves from Lofs 
of Eye-fight, a Senfe and Ornament fo very valua- 
ble and dear to us, and from other Deformuties, and 
from abundance of Pain and Mifery to the Sick, and 
from a great deal of Diftrefs, Charge, and Trouble 
to the Well; fo it woud, or ought to be thought, 
a valuable Praétice, by fome at leaft. 

Notwithftanding we recommend this Method to 
be fo very favourable 1n itfelf; yet, however, there 
ought and muft be juft Allowance given, why fome 
are fuller, and have more Complaints than others ; 
as fome may have it, more than others, in the 
Difpofition of their Blood, and other Juices, to pro- 
duce larger Crops, and to bring on, and fubyect 
them to more and worfe Complaints than others ; 
and more efpecially thofe that come into the Praétice 
loaded or filled with other Duleafes, not to mention 
ten thoufand Accidents we are exposd to, more or 
lefs, each Day we live. And fhall Inoculation be 
chaig’d wih, and anfwer for thefe > No: Ic fhou'd 
rather be confiderd, how much worfe it might have 
farcd with them, if they had happcned to have had. 
iin the natusui Way. And tho’ .t 1s look'd upon. 
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as Criminal, while now che Practice is but young, 
to ufe ic upon infirm, and fickly Perfons; yet where 
fuch Perfons are in Danger of taking the Infeétion in 
the natural Way, I think ic much more criminal to 
refufe fuch Subjects, and truft them to the Cruelty 
of a mercilefs Diftemper, who have a much lefs 
Chance to get well thro’ it, than thofe who are of a 
more healthful and f{tronger Conftitution, But where 
they can be preferv’d from both, I chink i highly 
juft and neceflary that they fhou’d. I fhall conclude 
this whole Account with fome Dureétions, which 
may be of Ufe and Service to the Unexperienced, 
in managing the inoculated Small-Pox, vez, 


1. WE the Perfons you woud inoculate are of il 

Habits of Body, let them be firft purged, vo- 
mited, and bled; one or other of thefe, o not all, 
as their Circumftances may require, and repeated, as 
there may be Occafion, once, twice, or oftener; and 
be dieted for fome Time, and that a Fortnight, more 
or lefs, as you may think proper, after they have 
done taking Phyfick, &’c. that they may have Time 
to recruit, and then Bodies to become fettled be- 
fore you bring a Diftemper on them. 

2. If they are of healthful Conftitutions, 1c may 
be as well to inoculate them without any previous 
Preparation ; for if they are ever fo well prepared, 
yet a {mall Accident may happen to put them sR 
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fuch Diforders, or fuch Symptoms may arife, as may 
call for Bleeding, Vomiting, ’c. although thefe have 
been ufed but juft before: And I would obferve that 
in all my Number, there was not ten that had any 
Medicinal Preparation before the Operation was made 
upon them. 

3- Take your Medicine or Pus from the ripe Puf- 
tules of the Small-Pox, of the diftin@ Kind; either 
from thofe in the natural Way, or from the inocu- 
lated Sort, provided the Perfon be otherwife health- 
ful, and the Matter good. The Time when this 
Matter 1s fitteft to be taken, 1s uncertain; in fome 
it may be on the gth, others on the rrth, 12th, 
13th, or 14th Day after Eruption, and two, three, 
or four Days after the Pox 1s turn’d upon them, the 
beft 1s white, even, and thick, and without fmell. 
My Way of taking it, 1s thus: ‘Take a fine cut fharp 
Tooth-pick, (which will not put the Perfon in any 
Fear, as a Lancet will do many) and open the Pock 
on one fide, and prefs the Boil, and {coop the Mat- 
ter in your Quill, and fo on: When your Quill is 
full, empty it into a clean dry Viol, and fo take 
what you can, or what you have Occafion for; which 
keep clofe ftopp'd for Ufe, and in a cool Place, ex- 
cept you are going to ufe it prefently; for Heat foon 
ferments and deftroys it. And fo long as it retains 
its white Colour, and even Confiftence, and that 
without {mell, you may depend it 1s good. And

when it is otherwife, throw it away, wafh your Viol 
very clean, or take a new one, before you gather 
any more. 

4. The Places I have made choice of to inoculate 
in, for the Convenience of dreffing, are, wz. upon 
the outfide of the Arm above the Elbow, and the in- 
fide of the Leg near, or in the Place where Iffues are 
commonly made; and two Incifions are fufficient for 
one Subject. Let the Incifions be made with a good 
Lancet thro’ the true Skin, (by seal of tt up be- 
tween your Fingers) a-crofs the Fibres, and about a quar- 
ter of an Inch long, fuch as would recetve a com- 
mon Pea in cafe you were ro make an Iffue, and 
diop one full Drop (after wiping off the Blood) in- 
to the Incifion; or morften a {mall br of Lint in 
the Matter, and put that into the Incifion, applying 
over it a funple Diaculum Plaifter, and gently bind 
it on with a Compre(s, Fillet, or Rollei; and keep 
them in the Houfe, and from the Air. 

5. The next, and fo every Day, drefs with the 
fame Plaifter, or with Cabbage o1 Colewort Leaves, 
in order to digeft, or bing them to running Sotes. 

If at any Time an Inflammation fhould ar,fe in 
or about the Inciftons, or Pain and Swelling in the 
Atm- pit or Groin, apply hot Poultices made of white 
Bread and Milk, to the Sores, (and Swellings, if any 
there be) twice a day at leaft; and fo continue them 
until the Inflammations, Pain, and S-vellings go off 
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or difappear, which, sf you keep your Patient warm, 
will be accomplifh’d foon ; continue thofe Applica- 
tions fome Days after, left the Symptoms fhould 
return. 

6. After they are inoculated, until the 4th or sth 
Day, (unlefs they are ill before) lee them eat and 
drink, {paringly, fuch Diet as ufually they did be- 
fore, and take gentle Exeicife in their Chamber. 

7 When the Illnefs comes on, be it fooner or 
later, with Sicknefs or Shiverings, Aufhing Heats, 
wandering, or other Pains, &’c. keep them warmer, 
and from Flefh and Fifh of all Sorts, and Cheefe and 
Milk too: And if they appear much out of Order, 
put them to Bed, darken the Room, and let them 
reft. Now let chem take all their Food, as Spoon- 
Meat hot, and Drink aired; and if it be a young 
Child, 1¢ may have a Milk Diet, or Milk in its Pap 
or Gruel, &c. 

8. Let their Drink be Water with a well brown’d 
Toaft in it, Batly-Water, or about a Thimble- 
full of Oat-Meal, and four Spoonfuls of Milk boil’d 
in a Quart of good foft Water, or common Teas, 
as they may beft fue your Patient’s Palate and Sto- 
mach ; and fome may be allow'd good White-Wine 
in their Drink, more or lefs, as their Stomach may 
require, fupporting them with innocent Spoon-Meats ; 
and wait on Nature, obferving the Indications which 
fhe may give you, and a accordingly; that is, if 
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fhe 1s oppreft in any Part, and is not able to help 
herfelf, affift her; but if fhe 1s not fo oppreft, leave 
her co herfelf, for fhe is the beft Phyfician, when able. 
And if you err, let it be in under, 1ather than in 
over-doing, for fuch Errors are eafier to reconcile, or 
be recover’d than the others are. 

9. Their Ilnefs does ufually begin on the 6th or 
7th Day after Inoculation, and the Small-Pox break 
out on the 9th; it happens fometimes to break out 
on other Days, tho’ but feldom. If your Patient 
has been ill two Days, and full of Complaints; 
as for Inftance, taken ill on the 7th, and the Pox nor 
out upon the oth, give a gentle Vomit, either in the 
Morning or the Evening: And if the Small-Pox does 
not come out in 4, 6, or 8 Hours after, and the 
other Symptoms do nct abate, apply fome blifter- 
ing Plaifters, and, if Occafion, fome drawing Ap- 
plications to the Feet, and renew them darly unel 
the Patient 1s relieved, and the Symptoms are gone 
off And for the bette: coming, and keeping out 
of the Pox, let them have / wesmtan Snake-root, o1 
Sheep’s Dung Teas between whiles, or a little Saf- 
fron or Gefcomme’s Powder, &c. 

ro. If they are hot and thirfty, and the drinking 
plentfully of hor Teas, or other cooling {mali Drinks 
(as they may crave) docs not take oft thefe Symp- 
toms, and there appear Signs of Inflammation, take 
away fome Blood, as the Age and S:rength of the 
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Patient may admit of, and the Cafe require. You 
may bleed them, if full of Blood, and the Symo- 
toms urgent, at any Time, wz. at the coming our, 
fillmg, or turning of the Pox. 

1x. Your chief Care in chis Method fhould be at 
the Beginning of cheir Sicknefs, to govern the Symp- 
toms (if any bad ones fhould arife) in time, and to 
fee that the Small-Pox does well come out ; which you 
may know by the Patient's Eafe and Quiet (except 
they are unealy by thei Sorenefs, which 1s not to be 
1egarded) in order to accomplifh which, when want- 
ing, your Vomit and bliftering Plaifters, and fometimes 
your Lancet, will be of great Service: But be very 
careful in your Vomuts, left they over-woik, weaken, 
and hurt your Patient, and your Reputation too; 
You had better give the Patient three or four, than 
one coo ftrong; therefore, if poffible, be fure to 
know your Vom. Antimonual are better than Ve- 
citable Vomuts, tho’ not fo fafe and gentle. 

12. Do not be too free with Anodines, or Pa- 
cficks, at the Beginning of the Diftemper; more 
elpecially, until there be proper Evacuation made : 
And if you Patient fhould be attended with more 
Fevei than ts neceflary, and want Reft, give a Spoon- 
ful of the folleuing oly Mixture, every four or five 
L'ous, flaking the Viol well each Tume of caking.

Take of Oil of Sweet Almonds, new drawn, and 
Syrup of Marflh Mallows, of each two or three 
Ounces, mixt ina Fol. 


Or if your Patient requires fomething more warm, 
Cordial, and driving out, give them this, as follows. 


Yake of Treacle and Plagne Water, of each fix 
Drachms , black Cherry Water, Oil of Sweet 
“Almonds, and Syrup of Violets, of each one 
Ounce; of Brith Safi on, n Powder, ten Grains, 
Tintture of Caftor, one Drachm, mixt in a Viol, 


Let the Patient take of this, as there may be Occa- 
fion, fooner or later in the Diftemper, at Propet In- 
tervals of Time, a Spoonful, more or lefs, at once, 
in three, four, or five Hours Time, obferving to 
fhake the Viol each Time of taking. If your Pa- 
tient naufeates oily Mixtures, give this in lieu of that 
above, vz. 


Take of Milk, or black Cheri Water, three Ounces ; 
Treacle, or Plague Water, one Ounce, compound 
Prony Water, three Drachms ; Drapboretick 
Antimony, and Galcomwn’s Powder, each half a 
Drachm,; Loaf Sugar, fix Drachms, mixt m 
a Fyol. 
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If your Patient wants a Stool, procure one with a 
Suppofitory; 1f too loofe, check or ftop it; their be- 
ing a little bound may be well, but their being loofe 
(except in Infants) may be hurtful. 

13. However, when there is a real Occafion for 
Anodines, you muft give them as in other Diftem- 
pers; but Note, that there 1s not a Neceffity for 
their common Ufe here, as 1s piefcribed in the na- 
tural Small-Pox; for this inoculated Small-Pox does 
not affect the Vz/cera, or corrupt the Blood and o- 
ther Juices, as the natural commonly does. And in 
many there 1s no more Fever than 1s neceffary, of 
other Symptoms, that juftly may requue fuch Medi- 
cines. And in others, where theie 1s a Shew of fuch 
Symptoms, they may go off at the coming out of 
the Pox, or at three or four Days after the Pox 1s 
out, and never return again, as I have often feen. 

14. Ihave given but few Receipts, or directed to 
but few Medicines, yet more, I hope, than there 
will be Occafion for to make Ufe of in one of rwen- 
ty Patients in this Method, and becaufe I know there 
1s no Want of Prefcriptions in the Small-Pox, they be- 
ing alieady given by others; and that the Phyfician, in 
Cafes of Dithculey, will ufe his own Judgment, and 
order what he thinks moft proper to fuit the Cafe, 
and help his Patient 

15. Generallly ipeaking, (if your Patients are of 
rolerable Habits, and came into the Praétice free rom 
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a prior Infection) you will have but little to do, af- 
ter Eruption, but to watch againft Accidents, and 
regulate the nurfing Part; and when any new Symp- 
toms do arife, make diligent Enquiry, and con- 
fider well from what Caufe they proceed; if you 
can find it out, the Remedy may be near at Hand, 
wz. if from any Thing you have prefcribed that did 
not fuit the Patient, forbid the further Ule; and, if 
neceflary, order fomething that may fet all nghe- If 
from a Fault in Nurfing, fet that be reétify’d, az. 
in Meat, Drink, or Cloathing, up or in Bed, too 
many or too few, and if they have taken cold, nurfe 
the Part where the Cold began, by adding more Co- 
verings to keep it warm, (be it none Part of the Body, 
or other) as well as order fustable Dict and pro- 
per Medicine. 

Such Rules well obferved, may fave you much 
Trouble, and the Patient much Pain and Sicknefs, 
and his Life too, in many other Difeafes, as well as 
in this of the inoculated Small-Pox. 

There fhould be great Care taken in inoculating, 
viz. that the Medicine be good, and that the Inci- 
fions be made thro’ the true Skin, left the Operation 
fhould prove fruitlefs, and the Patience afterward 
fhould take it in the other Way; as two of mine 
mught have done, had I not, in Time, inoculated 
them again, and fo prevented that Misfortune. ' 
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In cafe you fhould have, thro’ ill Habits of Body, 
or the like, any of your Inoculations that will noc 
give way to, and heal with the white Bread and 
Milk, treat them as you would do other common 
Sores, wz. with Fomentations and ftronger Digel- 
tives, &c.

OV. 30th, 1721, at Charletown I inoculated 
Mrs. Hendry, about 25 Years, and her Child, 
15 Months old, they both had the Small-Pox at the 
ufual Time, and of a good diftinét Sort, as it may 
appear by their getting foon well, with very lircle 
Medicine, and but only one Vific from me after 
Tranfplantation, before they were well. 
Thefe Cafes efcaped the Prefs, and my Notice 
too, until the others, and the Table, were printed 
off ; thefe two make my Number given, 282.

S this was a melancholy day to Inoculation, in 
A ts Infancy,that fo many appear’d (who were fup- 
pofed Judges) to oppofe andcondemnit, and the fol- 
lowing Print coming out fo powerful and ftrong a- 
gainft it, which was fufficient to inflame and fer al- 
moft the whole Town and Country againft this Me- 
thod; and whereas it has been induftrioufly {pread 
abioad, doing Mifchief in the World where it came, 
I thought it juft and proper to confront it with my 
own Account, that 1c might in fome Meafure prevent 
thofe ill Effeéts for the age 


This 21 ft of July, 1721. Four a Clock, P. M. 
Being fummoned by Authority to appear at the 
Town-Houfe in Boffon, before the Select-Men of 
the faid Town, to give an Account of what might 
come to my Knowledge in Relation to the Opera- 
tion called /voculation, lately praéiufed in this Town 

by Dr. Boylfione of this Place, 

The firft Infiance. 

ee twenty five Years ago I was at Cremona 
in /ta/y in the French Army, where there were 
thirteen Soldiers upon whom this Operation was per- 
formed, of which Operation four dicd, fix recover’d 
with

with abundance of Trouble and Care, being feiz’d 
with Parotidal Tumours and a large Inflammation in 
the Throat; one of them was opend, his Diaphragm 
was found livid, the Glans of the Pancreas tumifyd, 
and the Caul gangieen'd. On the other three the 
Operation had no Effect. 

The fecond Inftance. 

In the Year 1701, being in Flanders, there was 
commutted to my Care, by Monfieur Le Duc de 
Gaiche Col. of Dragoons, one Capt Huffart, taken 
ill of the Small-Pox, who told mein thefe very Words, 
Ten Years ago Iwas imoculated five or fix times, with- 
out that curfed Invention’s taking Effect upon me ; 
Mufi [ then perifb? He was fo violently feized, that 
he had feveral Ulcers on his Body, efpecially one on 
his Arm, which occafion’d a Lamenefs thereof for 
Life. It was not the Faule of the Care of the Sur- 
geon, Major of the Regiment, De Guiche, and fe- 
veral other Surgeons who came frequently to vafit 
him. | 

The third Infiance. 

At the Battel of Almanza in Spain, the Small- 
Pox being in the Army, two Mu/covite Soldiers had 
the Operation performd upon them; one recover'd, 
the other receiving no Impreffion, but fix Weeks 
thereafter was feiz’d with a Frenzy, {welled all o- 
ver his Body. They not calling to Mind that the 
Operation had been perform’d upon him, bel:eved 
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that he was poifoned. It was order'd by Dr. Hel- 
vetsus Phyfician to his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Orleans, Don Larencto Bollatio, Don Bentura Bare 
vera, two of the King of Spain's Phyficians, that 
the Body fhould be opened; his Lungs were found 
ulcerated, from whence they concluded chat it was 
the Effe& of that Corruption which having infected 
the Limpha, did throw itfelf upon that Vital Parr, 
which occafton’d his fudden Death.
